The question 
of a boulevard has often been discussed 
and suggested by both press and Coun­ 
cil, but nothing has come of it so far. 
There seems to be a hitch somewhere. 
During my stay in Los Angeles I care­ 
fully looked up all data bearing on this 
subject, and I have, like many others, a 
very decided opinion of what should be 
done. 
A cursory glance at the topog­ 
raphy 
of 
your city will 
convince 
any 
intelligent 
person 
that 
there 
is but 
one 
direction 
where plans 
for a boulevard could be brought to 
a successful issue at very little expense 
compared with other locations, and that 
is westward toward the sea. 
You have 
already several fine avenues partly con­ 
structed for some little distance, pointing 
in the same direction that m ight be 
made to fulfill the conditions necessary, 
such »b Adams,Jefferson and Pico streets, 
but the mo6t feasible, economical and in 
my opinion the most practical route is 
and will be the Washington street route, 
which at very little outlay and expense 
could be made the finest boulevard in 
the winter states. 
But a little grading and leveling will 
be required on this route and by a slight 
deflection it could be made to pass by 
the Soldier’s H om e, and from there on a 
tangent to Santa Monica. 
Finish a boulevard like the one I pro­ 
pose, 100 feet wide, level for a distance 
of 18 miles, macadamize it, plant trees 
along its route, spare neither tim e nor 
money to make it perfect and you will 
have a standing and lasting advertise­ 
ment a thousand times worth more than 
all your finelv colored pam phlets or de­ 
scriptive catalogues.”

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CHAMBER OF COMMERCE. 
Plans For Inducing Eastern 
People to Immigrate. 


THE PLAN SOW RECOMMENDED. 
A Difference of Opinion in Relation 
to the Manner of Pro­ 
ceeding:. 


Tne regular semi-monthly meeting of 
the Chamber of Commerce took place 
yesterday afternoon at 3 o’clock at the 
Board of Trade rooms. About forty mem­ 
bers were present. 
After the reading of the minutes of the 
last two meetings, the reports of com­ 
mittees were called for. Mr. Humphreys 
apologized for the failure of the Commit­ 
tee on Manufactures to do any work, as 
Colonel Dunkelberger was away and he 
himself was busy with the affairs of the 
city in the Council. A number of other 
committees were passed without any re 
ports, as the members were either absent 
or not prepared for work. The Commit 
tee on Statistics reported that the matter 
for t he propt • >d pamphlet to be published 
by the Chamber was ready, and the com­ 
mittee recommended, in view of the fact 
that a great deal of printed matter was 
being distributed on the trains coming 
into the State, that the work of getting 
out the pamphlet had better be under­ 
taken at once. 
The Committee on Commerce reported 
that a memorial was being prepared to 
be presented to Congress, asking to have 
this port made a port of entry with a 
bonded warehouse. 
The report of the Committee on Immi­ 
gration which has been before the 
Chamber for several weeks and which at 
the last regular meeting was referred 
back to the Committee on Ways and 
Means, the Committee on Statistics and 
the Committee on Immigration as a spe­ 
cial committee to prepare a new report 
on the subject, wa9 brought before the 
Chamber. 
It was moved that this new 
report be made a special order of busi­ 
ness and was read and bronght before 
the Chamber. 
IMMIGRATION REPORT. 
It was read as follows : Your Commit­ 
tee, of which D. Gilbert Dexter was the 
Chairman, recommend that Kern and 
San Luis < >bispo counties be invited to 
join in the exhibition to be sent East; 
that the following corporations, counties 
and persons be asked for the amounts 
set opposite their names for the purpose 
of defraying the expenses of the scheme, 
and that a committee be appointed to 
visit the following corporations, counties 
and persons and to ask them to contri- 
bnte said amounts: South Riverside, 
$1000; Auburn, $T>00; Richard Gird, 
$1000; Santa Ana, $1000; Orange, $500; 
Lankershim Ranch, $500; San Fernando, 
$500; 
Pomona, 
$500; 
San 
Gab­ 
riel Valley, $500; Pasadena, $1000; 
Burbank, 
$1000; 
Anaheim, $1000 
Cerritos and Long P»each, 
$1000; 
Centinella and Redondo, $1,000; Simi 
Ranch. $1,000; Newhall, $500; Whittier, 
$250; E. J. Baldwin, $1,000; Los Angeles 
city, $2,000; San Bernardino. $1,000; 
Colton, $500; Riverside, $1,000; Ven­ 
tura county, $1,500; Santa Barbara 
county, $1,500; Kern county, $1,500; San 
Luis Obispo. $1,500. The committee 
further recommends that each county be 
instructed to furnish its own literature 
and that each county be allowed to 
furnish one man to accompany the exhi­ 
bition car. 
The adoption of this report was moved 
and on a suspension of the rules the 
RET. J. G. CARLISLE, 
Of Oregon, who was for several years 
Manager and Secretary oi the State Im­ 
migration Committee of that State, was 
invited to address the Chamber. He said 
that daring a period of work extending 
over nearly four years their committee 
had handled 25,000 to30,000 emmigrante 
and a number of millions of dollars. 
They had got their best results through 
the car scheme and the traveling ex­ 
hibit. They had worked, however, on a 
much more limited Echeme than that 
proposed in the report under discussion. 
The fitting up of one car had cost $800 
and the total expense for three month» 
was $1,500. The car had stopped at Mate 
fairs and had gone clear through to Har­ 
risburg, Pa. 
Quantities of literature 
were distributed and the people in the 
various sections fairly raided the trains. 
A number of emigrants had followed the 
train westward. At this end of the line, 
in Oregon, there was an immigration 
office containing an exhibit where the 
new-comer was received and well treated 
and supplied with all the needed infor­ 
mation. Each one was asked for the 
names of others that he knew of who 
were inclined to come to the State. As 
to the proposed effort to combine a num 
her of counties the speaker was doubtful 
of its success. It had been their experi­ 
ence in Oregon that the different sections 
bad pulled too much against one an­ 
other. 
Mr. Carlisle’s remarks were listened 
to with close attention by the Chamber 
and at the end a vote of thanks was 
given to him, and he was asked to join 
the Chamber when he came, as he had 
affirmed his intention to settle in Los 
Angeles. 
THE REPORT DISCUSSED. 
The discussion on the report was re­ 
newed. Colonel Otis thought that the 
scheme of combining the variouB coun­ 
ties was impracticable. Whatever Los 
Angeles proposed to do she must do for 
and by herself. 
Mr. Warner said that since the scheme 
had been under advisement the commit­ 
tee had been doing some missionary 
work, and they had found other sections 
quite ready to go into the work. He had 
met with several boards of trade in the 
southern part of the State and a desire 
to co-operate with Los Angeles in the 
work. Judge Fitzgerald was of the opin­ 
ion that if representatives were sent from 
all the different sections, a few police 
officers had better be included in the 
expedition. 
Hon. L. J. Rose said that there were 
a great variety of interests in the coun­ 
ties which it was proposed to include in 
the scheme, and that it was useless to 
try to make them work in unison. They 
would pall in different directions and the 
whole affair would be inharmonious. 
Mr. L. C. Fish gave it as his opinion 
that the plan would be a good one for 
unifying the southern section of the 
State, especially as a division of the 
State would some time come about, witb 
Loh Angeles as the southern capital. 
Mr. H. Z. Osborne said that Los Ange 
les had had some experience in this in 
the exhibitions at Columbas and else­ 
where. He thought all went well there 
and that ataufficient number of good men 
could be secured in the different sections 
to represent them harmoniously. As to 
the division of the State he would inform 
the Chamber that General Vandever had 
that day introduced a bill in the Hon** 


for the separation of California into two 
States. I Applause.] 
Mr. Denton said that it was getting 
late and it was evident that nothing 
ould be done at this meeting. 
He 
moved that the whole mAtter be referred 
back to the joint committee and that it be 
considered again at the next meeting. 
The motion was carried. 
OTHER BUSINESS 
Colonel Otis offered a communication 
from the Phillip’s Excursion Company, 
proposing a scheme of exhibition which 
should cost much less than that proposed 
by the Immigration Committee. It was 
referred to the Joint Committee. 
A number of new n mes were re­ 
ported for membership by the committee 
having that matter in hand and by a vote 
of the Chamber they were admitted. The 
new members are:

J. Muchmore, A. B. Hodgkiss, George 
Rice. O. H. Churchill, J. H. Patterson. 
R. F. Lotspeich, P. Beaudry, A Mul­

The Treasurer of the Chamber reported 
that the organization was credited to the 
amount of $390 at the bank. 
The committee which was appointed 
at the last regular meeting to meet and 
confer with Senator Stanford with re­ 
gard to the San Pedro harbor, held a con- 
pultation in an adjoining room, and de­ 
cided to assemble at the depot at eight 
o’clock this morning. The names of the 
Mayor and the President of the Council 
were added to the list. The Chamber of 
Commerce then adjourned. 
THE SITUATION. 
C a n d id a te s fo r .A p p o in tm e n ts U n d er 
th e M ew C o u n c il. 
The election was so close in two in­ 
stances that the official canvass will be 
required to make the matter absolutely 
certain. The vote as returned yesterday 
showed that the contestants for the 
Treasurership and for the office of City 
Assessor were so close together that 
there was no certainty as to who was 
elected. In the caee of the City Asses­ 
sor, it is claimed that the officer’s of one 
of the election boards made a mistake in 
copving the retains and credited Mr. 
Gaffey with Mr. Fisher’s vote; and if 
this is so, Mr. Fisher is elected by a 
small majority. On the other hand, it 
is claimed that a number of ballots were 
not counted in East Los Angeles, and if 
these are counted the probabilities are 
that Mr. Gaffey will be the City Assessor, 
meeting will be called to order in Gen- 
The fact that the returns from the Fifth 
ward are incomplete alto gives to the re­ 
sult an element of uncertainty, which 
will not be settled until this morning in 
the Council chambers. The fridnds of 
Mr. M. D. Johnson claim that he has been 
elected by a small m« jority, while it is said 
that Mr. McManis has been elected by 
19. This question will not be settled 
either until this morning. 
As to the ballots which it is claimed 
were not counted in the First ward, it is 
stated on good authority that a number 
of voters appeared with certificates from 
the County Clerk's office stating that 
thair names were on the Great Register. 
These were allowed to vote, but their 
ballots were kept separate from the oth­ 
ers and it is said were not counted. If 
this statement is true the ballots will be 
found wiien the returns are opened by 
the Council this morning. Quite a num­ 
ber of people were not allowed to vote on 
certificates and it is claimed that this 
lowered the majority of the Democrats 
by about 300, or enough to have elected 
the whole Democratic ticket. 
The candidates for appointments under 
the City Council appear to be very 
numerous and the names of prominent 
Democrats are mentioned for everyplace 
in which a vacancy is likely to occur. 
For Chief of Police the nam^s of T. J.

H. H. Benedict, Sergeant Davis, Ter­ 
rence Cooney, George Russell, J. J. 
Hanford and Ed Smith were mentioned 
yesterday and each had his friends al 
work trying to obtain the pledges of the 
Councilman. 
For City Clerk the candidates are 
Judge R. E. Taney, George Herrmann, 
E. F. Kuhel and Joe Davidson, and the 
friends of each seem confident that they 
will be successful. 
For Health Officer the names of the 
present incumbent, Dr. Reese, and Dr. 
E. M. Griffith have been meutioned, but 
it is probable that nothing will bo done 
in this matter until the new Board of 
Health is organized. 
The Chairmanship of the City Council 
is also a question which was discussed 
quite freely yesterday. There were some 
of the opinion that Captain Barrett would 
be the right man, and ther6 were others 
who thought that Mr. B. Cohn, or Dr.

Angeles Exhibit.

A H int T hat More A dvertising 1 
Needed—Expenses of the 
Trip. 


Secretary Ward, of the Board of Trade, 
yesterday received the following report 
from the Committee in charge of the ex­ 
hibits of Los Angeles county products, 
which was sent to the recent G. A. R. 
encampment at Columbus, Ohio: 
To I he Honorable Board of Trade Diree 
lore of the Lot, Angele» Board of Trade: 
AsyourrepreEentatives in charge of the 
exnibit sent to the Ohio State Centennial 
and National Encampment of the Grand 
Arir y of the Republic, we beg leave to 
Bubmit the following report. 
Upon arriving atColumbus we found 
that Governor Foraker had reserved, at 
your request, a hall on the Centennial 
grounds in the shape of a square cross 
containing 10,000 sipeificial feet. The 
hall was nearly tilled by the products 
of the three cars, sent by your 
section, and kindly transported by the 
Banta Fe Company free of charge. These 
products consisted of fine sample1 
of almost every variety of fruits and 
cereals raised in our country, and were 
attractively arranged to show to the best 
possible advantage. We also had a mag­ 
nificent display of views of Los Angeles 
and the contingent country. Pomona and 
Ban Bernardino were represented and 
had excellent exhibits under the imme­ 
diate supervision of their own repreeen- 
tatives. but working under the general 
instructions of your agents and in com­ 
plete harmony with them. Great inter­ 
est was manifested in everything apper­ 
taining to this section, and it is no 
exaggeration to say that our display was 
the greatest attraction in Columbus. At 
a very conservative figure from 5,000 to 
50,000 people per day visited Southern 
California headquarters. Every one was 
delighted with what we had and aston­ 
ished at the mammoth size and excellent 
quality of many of our products, and 
spoke in wonder and envy of a country 
which, from the character of its products, 
was of a ten-fold greater fertility than 
their own. 
The stated fact that 
two and three crops per year was taken 
off our lands were by a great many unbe­ 
lieved until authenticated.” 
CHANGED T1IKIR OPINIONS. 
“There exists a general impression 
throughout the East that the boom has 
burst, leaving nothing but surveyors’ 
stakes in its wake, but the character of 
our enterprise and stability was forcibly 
impressed upon all by the mere fact of 
going 3,000 miles with an exhibit. Our 
entire time was taken up explaining the 
vast resources of our country, the oppor­ 
tunities which exist for the successful 
cultivation of the soil by the farmer, and 
openings capital would have in develop­ 
ing our manufactories. We found people 
anxious to know about Southern Cali­ 
fornia, willing to put time, labor and 
money into our section, could they be 
shown that such investments would re­ 
sult profitably, and be safely made. 
There is positively no means by which 
an Easterner can obtain reliable and 
definite information about this country. 
Eastern journals are not of the most 
friendly to us. 
Thus hundreds who 
would come our way, hesitate before dis­ 
posing of their all, and going to what is 
to them a new and strange land, but if 
reliable and authentic literature and 
facts could be placed before these people, 
an immense immigration could be turned 
this way.” 
ADVERTISING NEEDED. 
There can be but little idea among our 
citizens of the result oí properly adver­ 
tising in the East. We are doing abso­ 
lutely nothing, while Northern Cali­ 
fornia, Oregon and Washington Territory 
are moving all the time. 
Easterners as 
a rule are very friendly to this section, 
and money judicuously used in advertis­ 
ing would yield an immense return. Af­ 
ter a careful and systematic study of the 
question, we believe this to be the 
solution of the continued prosperity of 
our country and cannot impress too 
forcibly upon our citizens the necessity 
of taking some such action. We believe 
that as a result of our exhibit hundreds 
of persons will visit us and many remain 
permanently. 
We remained open in 
Columbus about three weeks, and the 
total expense to the Board of Trade was 
less than $2,000. Pasadena, although 
invited to co-operate with us, sent a 
stereopticon outfit, but owing to the 
moonlight nights, was a complete failure 
as far as advertising was concerned. Let 
us here state that stereopticon views 
show to advantage in a hall only, and 
that as a general rule exhibits are only 
of practical ueo where large crowds con­ 
gregate. We desire to tender thanks to 
his excellency, Governor J. B. Foraker, 
who, from the start manifested such an 
interest in our welfare, who secured the 
most commodious quarters for us, free of 
charge, and to whose energy and 
assistance much of the success of our 
enterprise is due.

Mr. Ward is immensely pleased with 
the success of the expeditiou on which 
he and his co-workers labored so dili 
gently. He says that the Board of Trade 
will take a hand in the fitting up of the 
cars which Warner Brothers intend to 
send East with exhibits of Southern Cal­ 
ifornia, full particulars regarding which 
were given in these columns some time 
ago. 
PRESERVERS OF THE PEACE. 


Officer Wheaton was sworn and stated in 
irief that he had borrowed a small sum 
of money of Ballou which Le could not 
pay in full on the 1st of the month ; but 
tie proffered half of it. Ballou said that 
would not go. A discussion subsequent­ 
ly followed on election day, at the corner 
of Alameda and Commercial streets;

Captain Loomis had charged that 
Officer Smith was drunk while on duty. 
Several reputable citizens came to his 
rescue and testified that Smith was sober 
at the time that it was charged th it he 
was not so. 
The Chief thereupon re 
stored the officer’s star. 
Humane Officer Wright’s hearing was 
set for Friday next, at 11 o’clock a . m 
Adjourned.

Shaw as an amendment to the mechanic 
lien law: 
Section 1,187. Every original contrac­ 
tor, within sixty days after the comple­ 
tion of his contract, and every person I 
save the original contractor claiming the 
benefit of this chapter, must, after per­ 
forming labor upon or furnishing material 
for any building, improvement or struct­ 
ure, or in any mining claim, and not later 
than thirty days after the completion of 
such building, improvement or struct­ 
ure, file for record in the office of the 
County Recorder of the county in 
which such property, or some part there­ 
of, is situated, a statement of his de­ 
mand, specifying therein the amount 
thereof, the name of the owner, or re­ 
puted owner, if known, the name of the 
person by whom he was employed, or 
to whom he furnished the materials, and 
a description of the property on which he 
claims a lien, sufficient for identification, 
which claim must be verified by the oath 
of himself or some other person. 
An amendment to the act regulating 
salaries and fees of officers was offered by 
Judge Wade.

I n Mrs. Frank A. Gibson’s communi­ 
cation to the public 
yesterday, the 
O rphans’ Home was spoken of as a 
“ new” sectarian institution. 
This is 
exactly what the Home is not. 
It ought 
have been “ non-sectarian,” and would 
have been so if the compositor and proof 
reader had not lost their “ specs.” 


S e n a t o r S t a n f o r d ’s visit here to-day 
will give th at gentlem an a vivid idea of 
the strides our city is taking toward 
metropolitan greatness. H e will note in 
this wonderful growth the importance of 
a section which has need of liberal aid 
from Congress for public buildings, coast 
defenses and harbor improvements. Tift 
Senator will see for him self that Congress 
cannot in justice treat this section loDger 
with indifference. 


C. P. B e r r y has been nominated by 
the Democrats of the Twelfth Senatorial 
District of this State as a candidate for 
the seat in the Senate made vacant by 
the death of Senator Chandler. 
The 
special election in the district takes 
place in a week or ten days. 
Mr. Berry 
has had much experience in the Legis­ 
lature. 
He is an able and personally a 
popular man. 
As the district is pretty 
close, he ought to be elected. 
The 
Senate will be largely the gainer by Mr. 
Berry's presence on the floor. 


I t is doubtless a great advantage to 
political parties to have their principles 
and interests advertised by newspaper 
organs. 
The Republicans of this city 
can appreciate this advantage from the 
result of the late city election. 
With 
two able morning papers and one even­ 
ing paper throwing hot shot into the 
Democracy at every issue, they raked 
the enemy fore and aft. They had their 
ticket trium phantly elected three times a 
day prior to the election, but when the 
▼otes came to be counted there was a 
significant shortage in the ballots of the 
g. o. p. 
There may be such a tiling as 
too much organ, especially if some of the 
instrum ents are “ jangled, out of tune 
and harsh.” 


T o - d a y the City Council meets to count 
the vote for municipal officers. In many 
cases the vote is very close. Ou the face 
of the semi-official returns the Democrats 
elect their candidate for Treasurer by 
nineteen votes. 
The Republicans claim 
they have a small majority on this office. 
The A8Beesor is also claimed by both 
parties by a close vote. These facts will 
render a very eaieful count necessary. 
Bhould the Democrats prove to have 
elected these two officers together with 
the Mayor and five out of eight Council- 
m en, viz: Two in the Second ward, one 
in the Third and two in the Fourth, this 
giving them eleven out of the fifteen 
members in this body, the victory will 
be exceedingly substantial. 


In t h e H e r a l d of this m orning may 
be found a letter from an Eastern tourist 
who recently spent some tim e in this 
city. 
He writes back to a friend setting 
forth his views on us and ours beloDg- 
ings. 
The point on which he dwells 
with most em phatic disparagement is the 
lack of good roads which he discovered 
here. 
H is rem arks may serve to stir up 
our citizens to more energetic efforts in 
this reBpect. This city ought to be the 
best paved and the te s t Bidewalked city 
in the Union. 
I t ought alio to have the 
greatest variety of good drives of any 
city in the land. 
Our aim is to be a re­ 
sort for tourists, for people in search of 
health and comfort in a mild climate. 
Such people for the most part have 
plenty of leisure on their hands, and 
also they generally are people of means. 
Good streets and gocd drives minister 
much to the pleasure of this class of 
visitors, and it should be our earnest 
endeavor to provide them all in un­ 
stinted measure. 


A B U I 'fo r S t a t e D I v U I o h . 
General Y andever introduced a bill in 
the lloufle yesterday to divide the State 
of California. 
As the H e r a l d is not in 
the counsels of the representative from 
this district, it has no other information 
relating to this bill than that contained 
in the bare announcement. 
W hether it 
provides for subm itting the question 
to 
a 
vote 
of 
the 
people 
of 
this section; 
or of the whole State, 
or 
not 
at 
all, 
are 
questions 
of 
considerable 
importance, 
but 
which 
we cannot answer. A measure of so great 
concern to the people of the Sixth Con­ 
gressional District of California ought to 
have been carefully matured only after 
consultation with the leading citizens of 
our section without regard to their poli­ 
tics. The success or failure of division de­ 
pends nearly altogether on the manner in 
which the question is approached in its 
initial stages; and we are disposed to 
believe 
that 
it 
would 
be 
pre­ 
mature 
to 
take 
any 
positive step 
in the m atter such as General Vandever 
has taken until the census of 1890 has 
given us the standing of population that 
we adm ittedly require as a preliminary 
to making a successful fight for state­ 
hood. 
It would be impossible to secure affirm­ 
ative action from CoDgress on this ques­ 
tion without the consent of the Legisla­ 
ture of California, if we concede that the 
action of the Legislature of 1859 is a dead 
letter. 
All the precedents at all analo­ 
g o u s'o our case require this consent. 
The census of 1890 will give the southern 
counties a population more than counter­ 
balancing that of the northern tier of 
counties outside of San Fran cisco. We shall 
then be entitled to a representation in 
the Legislature that will be large enough 
to compel the passage of a bill enabling 
us to set up as a new State. 
W ith such 
an act we could place the question be­ 
fore Congress with the irresistible force 
of a dem and from the 
State iteelf. 
Therefore, if General Vandever’s bill is 
anything but a tentative one, preparing 
the way for future legislation, it is prem a­ 
ture, and will do more harm than gocd. 
It is inconceivable, however, that our 
representative has drafted a Mil on a 
subject of such param ount interest with­ 
out consulting anybody outside of a small 
Republican cabai in this city. 
Yet this 
seems to have been the case, and his pre­ 
cipitate and prem ature action will be 
found, we fear, to be a fiasco that will 
prove a stum bling block in the way of 
achieving separation when the tim e is 
ripe for movement. 
Those who have given only slight, 
superficial thought to this subject must 
not suppose that State division has no 
friends in California outside of our own 
section. There are many far-seeing peo­ 
ple in the Northern countiee who will be 
found in favor of it when the proper time 
comes. These sagacious people reason 
upon the subject in a perfectly rational 
way. 
They know that the Pacific Coast 
States 
exercise m uch less influence 
in W ashington 
than they ought to 
on account of the paucity of their 
representation in Congress. 
We have 
now only eight Representatives in the 
Lower House—Six from California and 
one each from Nevada and Oregon. 
These three States are really the only 
ones that can be counted as Pacific Coast 
States. 
By the division of California we 
would have two more Senaters, and 
that 
would 
be 
an 
acquisition 
of 
the 
highest importance 
as 
affect­ 
ing 
our 
influence 
at Washington. 
W ith 
the 
division 
of 
the 
State 
we would in all probability be entitled to 
two more Representatives, so that with­ 
out couuting the increase of representa­ 
tion we shall probably have from the 
admission of Washington Territory and 
perhaps Idaho, Pacific Coast interests 
would at once secure from California 
alone in its bisected state two Senators 
and two Congressmen. 
But we may safely say th a t when the 
new State of South California is an ac­ 
complished fact, W ashington and possi­ 
bly Idaho will have been adm itted. The 
Pacific Coast would then have twelve 
United States Senators, and thirteen 
Representatives in the Lower House 
as follows: California, 4; South Cal­ 
ifornia, 4; Oregon, 2; W ashington, 1; 
Nevada, 1 ; Idaho, 1—13. Thus we would 
have twelve Senators and thirteen Con­ 
gressmen to represent us from StateB 
that are entirely homogeneous as far as 
their interests 
are 
concerned. 
Our 
strength, however, would not be confined 
to these States. 
New Mexico (which 
will be in the Union by that tim e) and 
Colorado would also act with us upon all 
large questions, and if M ontana should 
also be adm itted we would be able to 
count 
upon her aid. 
It will there­ 
fore be seen that State division of Cali­ 
fornia is in the line of securing for our 
coa3t that influence in the central coun­ 
cils of the nation which is of paramount 
importance to us, and for this reason we 
shall find some of the ablest and 
most 
far-sighted men in the north in favor of 
division when the tim e is ripe for its agi­ 
tation. 


F e l i c i t y , Ohio, is anything but felici­ 
tous at present. The population of the 
town is very mixed and composed largely 
of Negroes. 
This fall the Negro chil­ 
dren attem pted to attend the public 
echools, and there being no separate 
schools for the several races this brought 
them into contact w ith the white chil­ 
dren of the place. Then came the war to 
the knife and the knife to the hilt. So bit­ 
terly is the battle being fought that a riot 
broke out in the unhappy Felicity and the 
houses of the Negroes were attacked and 
m any of them destroyed. Do not fail to 
note th at this “ outrage” on the “ colored 
man and brother” was com mitted in 
Ohio—in Republican Ohio. 
If it had 
been in Louisiana or Mississippi how the 
Hoars, the Ingalls and Forakers of the 
g. o. p. wonld boil over in their rage! 
W hat talk their would be of the suppres­ 
sion of the Negro and the need of a new 
civil war after the m anner of Brother 
Shepherd of the New York Mail and 
Express! 
But the case being altered, 
that certainly alters the case, yon see. 


T h e Democrats have a splendid ma­ 
jority in the new Conncil, which will take 
seats next Monday. Onr party has eleven 
of the fourteen m em bers. The Charter 
does not contain any Civil Service pro­ 
visions, and, therefore, there is a small 
array of applicants for the several offices 
in the gift of this body. 
For all these 
places there are a large num ber of really 
excellent 
candidates, and, therefore, 
there should not be the least difficulty 
in making 
a 
fitting 
selection 
for 
each. The new legislative body of this 
city will be composed of unusually in­ 
telligent men of the highest character 
and presumably of patriotic Democratic 
sympathies. 
The judgm ent of such men 
ought to be capable of being implicitly 
depended upon to do right. 
It is hardly 
conceivable that any of the Democratic 
members will use his influence to secure 
a place for an improper person. The 


H e r a l d 
therefore 
suggests 
that 
on next Saturday these gentlemen fol­ 
low the old-time and honored Demo­ 
cratic precedent of getting together in 
caucus, and coming to some decision as 
to how these places are to be filled. 
We, at this stage of the proceedings, are 


willing to abide by the will of a m ajority 
of such a caucus. 
It is the simplest, the 
most decent, and indeed the only pro­ 
per method of proceeding under all the 
circumstances. 


D e s i r a b l e as it would be and far as 
it would go in the interest of purer poli­ 
tics to relegate the election of the Presi­ 
dent and of Senators to a direct vote of 
the people, such a change cannot at 
present be brought about. 
It requires 
an am endm ent to the Federal Constitu­ 
tion, and that can be done only by the 
consent of tw o-thiids of the States. The 
Republican party carried the recent Na­ 
tional election by a lavish and corrupt 
use of money. They do not wish to close 
their only path to the W hite House. The 
monopolies and corruptionists live by 
the 
Republican party and 
in turn 
uphold that organization. 
I’y their 
gold 
Mr. 
Harrison 
carried 
Indiana, 
and new York, although il failed in New 
Jersey. 
Without a lavish and corrupt 
use of money the party will n e\er carry 
another National election. 
This is well 
known in political circles that direct the 
wires of the g. o. p. The change in the 
Constitution can therefore not be made. 
It is also doubtful if such a bill as that 
contemplated in this connection could 
ever pass the Senate, 60 many of whose 
members owe their seats to the use of 
money. 


Y e s t e r d a y the gentlemen of this city 
who become bound for the paym ent of 
$100,000 to the Government to secure the 
Soldiers’ Home at Santa Monica paid 
uver two-thirds of the sum, $60,(3 0 6 -3 , 
and Colonel Baker and Senator Jones 
Bigned, sealed and delivered a deed for 
two hundred out of the three hundred 
acres of land which is to be the site of the 
Home. 
A r.ew contract was executed 
for the oth°r one hundred acres, and 
notes payable one each year for one- 
tenth of the balance of the money 
were given to secure its paym ent. The 
sum paid over goes into the improve 
ments, and the deferred paym ents will 
be used to adorn the grounds. 
There are 
two large buildings, each costing $ 2 6 ,0 0 0 
on the gonnds and about ready to open. 
Two sim ilar buildings are well under 
way, making the first group of barracks 
for the veterans. 
In all twenty-five of 
these edifices are to be constructed, and 
these will accommodate five thousand 
old soldiers. 
No others of the aged and 
indigent warriors in the land will have 
any such lovely quarters as these have 
beside the sunset sea where flowers 
bloom all the year. 


R e p u b l i c a n s are conceding the elec­ 
tion of a solid Democratic delegation to 
Congress from West Virginia. 
That 
makes a change in the table published 
in the H e r a l d yesterday, and makes the 
House 161 
Democratic to 1 6 3 Republi­ 
cans. 
Small and beautifully less grows 
that certain and comfortable working 
majority for the g. o. p. claimed after the 
recent election. 
It will be difficult to 
organize on so narrow a margin. 
Still 
more diflicnlt will it be to carry out the 
scheme of silent 
but 
energetic Mr. 
Quay to unseat enough Democrats to 
make the working of the majority per­ 
fectly comfortable. 
But there is a still 
more serious aspect to the affair—so close 
a House makes the transaction of any 
business next to impossible. 


D r u t l i o f y i n j o r A r m * , A r c h i t e c t . 
Major Wm. M. Arms, a prominent 
architect and builder of this city, died at 
his residence in the Makara Hotel, 221 
South Main street, at 7 o’clock yesterday 
morning. Major Arms was a nativo of 
Troy, New York, but lately from New 
Orleans, aged 55. 
He was the architect 
and builder of a number of fine blocks in 
this city, among them th e Panorama 
block and the E. B. M illar building 
on 
the 
site 
of 
the 
old 
Trinity 
Church, Spring street, now in course 
of construction. 
He had several other 
structures under way at the time of his 
death. 
His wife arrived from New Or­ 
leans about ten days ago to be with him 
in his last sickness. 
Major Arras super­ 
vised the construction of the great expo­ 
sition building in New Orleans in 1S84, 
and also built the great Cotton Ex­ 
change in that city, a structure that 
cost $350,000. 
At I he outbreak of 
the 
civil 
war 
Major 
Arms 
join­ 
ed 
the 
Federal 
arm y. 
He 
was 
Captain of Engineers, and his field of 
operations was principally with the army 
of the Gulf. 
He was in the Red River 
expedition under General Banks, and 
saw considerable service in Texas, hav­ 
ing been stationed at Brownsville during 
the operations on the Rio Grande. After 
the war he settled in New Orleans, where 
he followed his profession of architect, 
builder 
and 
contractor, 
and 
was 
very successful. The 
deceased 
was 
also a 
civil 
engineer 
of 
marked 
capacity. 
He has five childen who are 
at the family home in New Orleans. His 
funeral will take place from the Makara 
at 2 o’clock this afternoon. 
Major Arms 
was a man of sterling worth, great dig­ 
nity of character, and wa9 highly es­ 
teemed by all who knew him . 


C h r i s t m a s T u r k e y * . 
Two carloads of live turkeys are to ur- 
rive in this city from the E ast over the 
Southern Pacific to-day. They form the 
advance guard of the host of’ birds that 
are to be brought into this city to supply 
the demands of the Christm as market. 
Before Thanksgiving Day at least twenty 
carloads of turkevs were shipped into 
this county from KansaH City and other 
provision centers. Carloads of chickens, 
butter and eggs arriving from the East 
are common sights at the depots here.

Murder. 


MORE

New York’s New Execution 
Law. 


DEATH BY T H E ELEC TRIC FLU ID . 


Fxperiinents on Animals Prove the 
Effectiveness of the Deadly 
Current.

N e w Y o r k , December 5.—On January 
1, 1889, the law requiring electrical ex­ 
ecution goes into effect, but until to-day 
the am ount and character of the current 
required to make death certain and in­ 
stantaneous had not been determ ined. 
The experim ents upon dogs last sum m er 
by Harold P. Brown, electrical engineer, 
were criticised because the weight of the 
animals killed was less than that of a 
man, us it was supposed a greater cur­ 
rent would be required to kiil a hum an 
being. 
On th a t account Brown was 
given an opportunity to m ake a dem on­ 
stration before Elbridge T. Gerry, author 
of the electrical execution law, and a 
committee appointed by the Medico Legal 
Society to report on the best m eans of 
putting the law into effect. 
The experi­ 
m ents were made at Edison’s labora­ 
tory, and the first victim was a calf 
weighing 124'... pounds. The hair was 
cut on the forehead and on the spine be­ 
hind the forelegs, and sponge covered 
plates moistened in a solution of sulphate 
of zinc, were fastened iu place. 
The re­ 
sistance of (lie animal was 3,200 ohm s; 
an alternating current of 7C0 volts was 
applied for 35 seconds and the animal 
was dead. It was at once dissected by 
Drs. Ingram and Bloyere,but the brain, 
heart and lungs were found to be in a 
nomal 
condition 
and 
the 
meat 
was 
pronounced 
good 
for 
food. 
The 
second 
calf 
weighed 
142 
pounds and had a resistance of 1,300 
ohms. 
A deadly alternating current of 
700 volts pressure was applied for five 
seconds and produced death. 
To settle 
the perm anent weight question a horse 
weighing 1,230 pounds was next killed 
by passing an alternating current of 700 
volts from one foreleg to the other. The 
resistance of this anim al was 11,000 
ohm9. 
The experim ents proved the 
alternating current to be the most deadly 
force known to science, and th at less 
than half of the pressure used in this 
city for electric lightning by this system 
is sufficient to cause instant death.

N e w Y o r k , December 5 —The case of 
the people against the North River Sugar 
Refining Company was continued this 
morning. Jam es C. Carter, of counsel 
for defendant, continued his argum ents. 
He said the combination of the sugar re­ 
fining companies was not intended as a 
monopoly for the manufacture oi sugar, 
nor was it for the purpose of increasing 
the price of sugar. 
Sugar, he said, was 
a commodity limited only by inability to 
manufacture. The raw m aterial is un­ 
lim ited in supply, and all th at is re­ 
quired for its manufacture is capital and 
labor. 
There are other commodities 
that are by nature restricted in supply, 
and a combination to control such for the 
purpose of increasing their value might 
come under the charge of a violation of 
the law. 
Sugar is not. a necessity of life, 
although being so much used by the 
people all over the globe it m ight be 
nearly so considered. 
“ The North ltiver Sugar Refining Com­ 
pany,” Carter continued, “ was not in­ 
stituted for the benefit of the people, but 
exclusively for the benefit of those whose 
capital is invested in it. The object of 
all business was given. 
If men can con­ 
trol the coal fields of Pennsylvania they 
can control the price of coal by limiting 
the production.” 
The definition of “ a monopolist,” ac­ 
cording to Carter, is “ one to whom the 
exclusive right to sell or buy a certain 
commodity 
is gain.” 
As to sugar 
which 
may 
be 
brought 
to us in 
avalanches, if the trouble to extract it be 
taken, the term monopoly cannot in any 
degree be appropriately applied. 
“ Take th e Standard Oil T rust,” con­ 
tinued Carter. 
"W hen 
it was first 
organized, oil was sold by the gallon for 
a certain num ber of dollars. 
How is it 
to-day ? A gallon of petroleum can be 
purchased by the consumer at the cost of 
six cents, and yet if there was a combi­ 
nation so vast and well organized, it 
could have increased the price of the 
commodity. 
Such a combination is the 
Standard Oil C om pany!” 
The argum ents were concluded and 
Judge B arrett gave counsel until the 22d 
instant to subm it their briefs, and he re­ 
served his decision.

Thompson shot 
ChriB. Rosenbrock, from the effects of 
which Rosenbrock soon died.

demi-monde. 
He 
dragged 
one of

of the window and l>egan heating her. 
One or two men interfered, including 
Rosenbrock. 
A struggle ensued, and 
Thompson and Rosenbrock fell to the 
sidewalk. 
The former then pulled his 
pistol and shot the latter in the stomach. 
Rosenbrock then arose and ran, when 
Thompson followed and shot him twice 
more. 
FURTHER DETAILS. 
The trouble with the woman drew a t­ 
tention all along the street and several 
women 
rushed 
up. 
Among 
the 
first 
to 
arrive 
was 
the 
victim 
of 
Thompson’s 
bullet, 
who, seeing 
Thompson 
choking and maltreating 
the screaming woman, quickly jumping 
forward and tore Thompson away, and 
either pushed or knocked him down 
backward into the street. 
The officer 
drew his revolver from his hip pocket and 
advancing toward his assailant, fired. 
Rosenbrock quickly ran up Morton otreet, 
but Thompson, who was immediately b i­ 
hind him, fired another shot which 
missed its murk. 
Rof-enbrock turned at 
the corner and ran with al! the speed he 
could down Stockton 
to Geary. 
As 
Rosenbrock turned the corner he caught 
sight of two officers and screamed, “ For 
God’s sake save m e.” 
Thompson appeared around the corner 
in full chase only a few yards behind his 
victim and with his smoking revolver in 
his right hand ready for another shot. 
Quickly following ou his other words 
Rosenbrock exclaim ed: 
“ Catch 
that 
man, he's slu t me.” 
An officer tripped Thompson who fell 
ou the sidewalk. 
Kosenbrock had hard­ 
ly finished his last w ords when he fell to 
th e sidewalk in a faint. 
Rosenbrock was 
carried into the Receiving Hospital. 
Police Surgeon M artineaut made an 
examination of tfce m an’s wounds and 
found that the ball had entered the 
abdomen 
from 
the 
left side. 
Dr. 
Martineaut pronounced Rosenbrock to 
be entirely beyond the reach of all 
hum an aid, and said that death would 
be but a matter of a few hours. 
Thompson was arrested, as also were a 
num ber of witnesses. 
When Kosen­ 
brock first arrived at the hospital he 
gave his name as Chris. Rosenberg, in 
the hope that he would be uble to avoid 
notoriety in connection with the affair.

G eneral G arlan d h as m ade his annual 
report to Congress of the business of th e 
D epartm ent of Justice during th e last 
fiscal year, together w ith statistics of 
crim e against th e U nited States, an d a 
statem en t of the business of th e S uprem e 
C ourt a n d C ourt of C laim s. 
H e advocates th e passage of th e bill 
pending in C ongress for th e appointm ent 
of a com m ission to inquire into th e ad ­ 
visability of governm ent p enitentiaries, 
w ith provisions for work for prisoners in 
a m anner not to conflict w ith labor in 
;eneral. 
H e calls attention to the m ethod of 
sum m oning grand aud trial juries in th e 
territorial d istrict courts in cases in which 
the U n ited States w as a party, and re­ 
new s th e suggestions in his last annual 
report, advocating certain changes in the 
judicial system of th e U nited States. H e 
sa y s : 
" I t is im possible to over estim ate 
th e necessity for a change in th e judical 
system to m eet th e dem ands of th e con­ 
stan tly increasing business of th e country 
a id I would sim ply call attention in th is 
connection to m y suggt stions in m y last 
report, an d respectfully urge th a t som e 
change be m ade th at will rem edy the 
vil* com plained of on all sides, w h ether 
th a t change lie in accordance w ith m y 
view s or n o t.” 
In regard to th e paym ent of special
